research bureau. "The whole question 
of plastics," says E. R. Stettinius, Jr., 
priorities director of the OPM, "now 
becomes more important than ever." 


Take the possibilities of the plastic 


plane. Latest and biggest step for- 
ward is the making of airplane wings, 
fuselage and tail of molded wood wood 
plastics bonded with a special resin 
which gives a compact structure.

Change Sought 
in Rural PWA 
Program 


Land-Use 
Group Advocates 
Propels During 
Slack Season 


Changes In the present public works 


program for rural areas to provide 
employment during slack seasons on 
the farm and to supplement the cash 
income of all residents of a rural com- 
munity were advocated by the State 
Land-Use Committee duing a recent 
meeting, according to H. E. Thompson, 
assistant Extension director of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, and state chairman. 


A rural works program, the commit- 


tee members agreed, should not be a 
relief program; rather it should be a 
program that would become active 
during the slack season on the farm 
to provide employment in the com- 
munity on projects that would con- 
tribute to the progress of the com- 
munity. 


The rural works program outlined 


by the committee would be specifical- 
ly designed to encourage the par- 
ticipants to continue to produce their 
own food, such as vegetables, meat, 
and dairy products, Mr. Thompson 
said. 


Programs that would contribute to 


rural progress would be those thai 
would bhild np the resources of the 
commdnity, such as soil fertility anc 
timberlands, and provide rommunity 
facilities, such as roads and commun- 
ity centers. 


The works program advocated by 


by the committee would provide em- 
ployment and income for all bona 
fide residents of a ruras community 
including land owners, farm operators 
and tenants.
